The above article gives all the details that can 
be relied upon in respect to this most mysterious 
affair.

ness of provisions and of small lodgings, both of 
which 1t was impossible to avoid in the middle of 
& large city. 

. But all at once the octrot of Paris came like a 
whirlwind to overthrow both cf these classes, 
the latter even more cruelly than the former. 
These, small capitalists, who were living at 
their ease in the suburbs on 1,600 or 1,800 francs 
of revenue, had no longer in thie zone, so harsh- 
ly annexed to the city, enough to secure them 
even the necessaries of life. Hence followed the 
misfortune of their and final expulsion 
from Paris. Mixed up with laborers and me- 
chanics, these small capitaliste afforded the yal- 
‘uable example of an honest and laborious life al- 
most always rewarded by a modest competence ; 
they constituted a permanent school of morality. 
They were useful intermediates between those 
who enjoy the luxuries of life and those who lack 
at times the necessaries of éxistence; they mod- 
erated envy, and calmed the passions which fer- 
ment in the breasts of those who suffer. The 
heavy taxes of the Paris ociroi have, however, 
driven away these valuable auxiliarics—and 
God grant we may not live to repent it. 

When wespeak.on behalf of the enfferings in 
some of the remote quarters of Paris, when we 
point out the lack of sufficient improvements, 
the dearness of lodgings, the increased cost of 
provisions and the absolute deprivation of the 
means of locomotéon, we are answered ‘with 
a sweet amile and thé remark that the augmen- 
tation of wages furnishes the laboring class an 
ample compensation, and they have no right to 
complain. We shall see howmuch this pretended 
compensation is worth. The question of wages 
ig one of great.gravity, Without doubt a quarter 
of a century ago the wages of day laborers. were 
inferior to their present. remuneration. But as 
there aré._more prolonged stoppages now than 
formerly,the éarnings of to-day are not 1n real- 
ity greater than they then were, while the neces- 
saries of life have increased one-third in price, 
and the cost of lodgings is doubled. This situa- 
tion 1s the result of the excessive increase of the 
‘working population of Paris, in. consequence of 
the mvasion of the capital by the poorer classes 
from the Provinces. All the representatives of 
the different branches of industry that we have 
consulted agree upon the following fact. If one 
were to take into account the stoppages of work, 
theSundays, féte days, &c., the wages of the work- 
men of Paris would not, generally speaking, be 
found to exceed four france a day. Without 
doubt we see those who work on jewelry, engrav- 


ere and others, gain eight, ten, or even twélve 
france a day; but it is to be observed that the. 


more elevated the sphere of industry the more 
prolonged are its seasons of idleness. Ordinarily 
the common, laborers have less to complain of 
than those engaged in artistic work. Thereis 
another fact also that ought not to be overlooked,

in 6uffer leas by misfortune in Paris than the 
laborers. Even when reduced’ by 
Geib their ‘wages are in any. case 
greater than they ‘received’ at home; ‘they 


have left their families behind them and have’ 


only to provide for themspelyes. As to food, they 
obtain it at. reasonable ratea in cheap cook-shops; 
they have no need ofj apartments, but sleep in 


| odging-houses. If sick thé hospitals of Paris are 


open. to them—if they are in need, Parisian 
is inexhanstible. 

~The Parisian workman, on the other hand, 
regen uy, If his food is more whole- 
some, it is at the same time more expensive ; if 
his lodging 1s more rooniy, if also costs more. If 
he falls ill his wife and ‘mother hurse hin. He 
hates the hospital, becauge it breaks all ties of 
affection; but the medicines and’ doctors’ atten- 
‘dance costa a great deal.” Thus you see the'réa- 
son why any diminution of wages is more severe- 
iy felt by the Paraian laborer than by the pro- 
“vinoial or foreigner. :

REOADWAY. 

Broadway will ever be improving, and proper- 
ty-owners will not be satisfied until the whole 
thoroughfare presents an even and unbroken 
front of brown-stone or marble,real or imitation. 
Passing up Broadway, the first new building that 


ed for offices. Immense pains have been taken 
to make this structure complete in every respect. 
Itis built of iron, and wainscotted throughout 
With black walnut, and heated with steam. Its 
five-story front, painted white, presents a fine 


Passing by the many new buildimegs erected 
within the past two or three years, such as the 
Park Bank, the Herald establishment and others 
previously described, one arrives at the building 
of the Merchants’ Exchange Bank, a few doors 
soutn of Warren-street. This struc is also 
composed of iron; it has six stories, and its or- 
namental pillars, large windows and bold front 
present a magnificent appearance. The sur- 
mounting of the pillars is a splendid piece of 
work, and the interior is also most perfectly 
finished. The whole structure has been com- 
pleted within the past three months at a cost of 
$160,000 for the building, and $200,000 for the 
ground. 

Further on we find a number of elegant iron 
stores being erected on the City Hospital 
Grounds. That portion extending from Worth- 
street to the new. street, ie being built on by Mr. 
JAMES F. WHITE, who is erecting one masstve iron 
building, measurmg sixty feet by one hundred and 
eighty. It will cost when finished $195,000. H. 
B. CLAFLIN, SAMUEL D, Bascook, J.. C. Hows, 
JAMES SLADE, N. CornnELL and others form an 
association which holds a good share of this 
property. They are building two fron structures 
on Broadway, intended for offices and banks. 
The houses now being erected on the estate are 
60 arranged that every other one is fifty feet 
shorter in depth than ite neighbor. Thusa square 
is formed in the centre that affords light to all. 

No. 537 Broadway is a portion of the well- 
known Costar property, and was lately the scene 
of Mr. BARNUM’s wonders, until the Museum 
was destroyed ‘by fire. On the’ site of the 
Museum ‘one magnificent building, containing 
three stores, has been erected at a cost of 
$220,000, and $500,000 for the ground. It has a 
front of seventy-five feet on Broadway, and ex- 
tends back two hundred feet to Mercer-street, 
with an L of twenty-five feet by seventy-five on 
Spring-street. The front of the building is of 
iron, and has several large high windows. It is 
supported by massive iron pillars, very beauti- 


fully designed. Méssrs. Gitsny and BEensAMIN 


iL, BEEKMAN are the owners, having purchased 

from Mr. BARNUM his interest in the preniises. 
In Union-square there are two very fine iron 

buildings gomg up on the old site of Mr. Cuze- 


‘VER’schurch. These buildings are to be five sto- 


riesin height, and are being strongly — built. 
They are estimated to cost about $100,000, exclu- 
sive of the ground. 

INSURANCE BUILDINGS, 


Two very costly buildings are being erected,

It is already secured by the 
Government authorities, who will take posses- 
sion the moment it is finished. The other stores 
will be occupied mostly by shipping merchants, 
and as regards their fronts and outside appear- 
ance, are a8 handsome as any in New-York. 
. OTHER STREETS. 

In Broome-street, on lot No, 433, the Messrs. 
O’Brien, of Wall-street, have just completed a 
splendid five-story marble building, at a cost of 
$50,000; and at the southwest corner of Church 
and Lispenard Mr. JOHN PAINE, of Newport, RB. 
L., 18 erecting an iron building measuring fifty 
feet on Church and seventy-five on Lispenard. 
It is a very solid building, of five stories, and is 
estimated to cost $100,000 and the ground $120,000 
mote. In Walker-street there is a great deal of 
improvement going on. The old dilapidated 
building that stood on No. 49 has been torn down, 
to make way for an elegant white marble struc- 
ture that is being built by R. H. L. TOWNSEND, 
at an expense of over $65,000. Ii is five stories 
Ingh, and has a front on Walker of twenty-five 
feet, extending back one hundred and ten, The 
lots here are valued at $45,000 each. Nos. 100 and 
102 Walker have also been built upon, and the 
fine building that has just been completed cost 
$120,000. The structure is six stories, and‘is com- 
posed ,of iron, painted brown. The Messrs. 
BURNHEIMER have put an elegant iron front to 
their store, No. 84 Franklin-street, that cost near 
$35,000. On the old church property in Walker- 
street, cast of Broadway, there is a very fine 
new building—the property of M. & F. STEIN- 
BERGER. It is composed of iron; measures sev- 
enty-five feet by one hundred. The building cost 
$180,000, and the lots $125,000. 

The famous old Fifth Ward Hotel, on the cor- 
ner of Franklin and West Broadway, which 
about seventeen years ago was the’ grand hotel 
of the vicinity, where politicians met, and where 
the proprietor, old. Lugue REILLY, as he was 
familiarly called, exhibited his museum of ant? 
quated coins and frightful-looking stuffed 
birds .and animals to amazed visitors, has 
disappeared, and a splendid six-story building 
just erected marks the spot on which 1t stood. 
This building hasa very fine appearance. Its 
Nova Scotia stone front and numerous large win- 
dows present a very pleasing. aspect, and a Man- 
sard roof, tastefully ornamented, caps the struc- 
ture and forms the sixth story. It covers two 
lots measuring 60x80 feet, has spacious cel- 
lars and basements, is heated throtghout 
with steam, and has all the other modern im- 
provements. It1s,valued at about $135,000. The 
once well-known “\Tam O’Shanter House,” on 
West Broadway, also disappeared, and two 
new brown-stone business houses of great value 
stand on the site to-day. 


PALATIAL MANSIONS. 


There has been. a large number of what are | 


called first-class residences. erected in our City 
during the year, and even within the past three 
months the number has not been inconsiderable. 
Yet last year can show a greater list, and our 
architects tell us that ‘they have done more. 
business out of town than in town this year. It 
must be that people are beginning to tire of the 
exorbitant rents and prices of ground in the 
City, and have wisely determined on moderate 
handsome villas in the country.. Of the many 
houses now in course of erection, or just com- 
pleted, we may take a few as an illustration of 
the whole. 

The fine old mansion at the corner of Twent y- 
fifth-street and Madison-avenus, built by Mr. 
Laurpre and recently occupied by the Athensum 
Club, has within the last few months undergone. 
some ‘extensive alterations and  improve- 
ments,'which are worthy of notice from the fact 
) that some of them are quite novel, and the man- 
\sion, when completed, will rank as one of the 
most commodious in the Metropolis. 

The main building has a trontage ef 45 feet on 
Madison-avenue and 100 feet on Forty-sixth- 
street. The exterior was covered with what the 
architect no doubt thought to be ornaments, but 
which a severe taste would condemn as being 
moved. : The: interior has been entirely remod- 
eled, and the rooms are now being fitted up with 








CHURCHILL. They are brown-stone fronts and 
are magnificent structures; five pf them cost 
$60,000 each, and the other two $30,000 each. No. 
576 Fifth-avenue is a new brown-stone residence, 
the property of Mr. A. MesEROLE, that cost over 


hundred and twenty-three. Its cost is estimated 
at $125,000. On the corner cf Fifth-avenue and 
Tenth-street is a new brick house measuring 
thirty-three feet by one hundred and ten feet. 
It is owned by Mr. L. Kzp. 

In Lexington-avenue there have been many 
new buildings erected during the year, the latest 
of which are two. very fine brown-stone houses 
near Forty-sixth-street. Lower down the ave- 
nue, turning into Forty-eighth-street, we noticed 
five elegant residences bmlt of Philadelphia 
brick, with Bellevue stone dressings, for Mr. Ep- 
WARD Haicut, of the Bank of the Common- 
‘wealth. They are very neat but small, consist- 
ing of two stories and attic, and cost $9,000 each, 
exclusive of the ground. In Forty-cighth-street, 
between Fifth and Madison avenues, there is a 
magnificent. residence being built for Mr, C. F. 
SIMPSON at a cost of $110,000, and in Sixty-ffth- 
street, near Fifth-avenue, Mr. Huen Sirs is 
erecting a brown-stone front which, when com- 
plete, will have cost $80,000. 

The same amount is being paid by Mr. L. B. 
SrRronG for the brown-stone residence going up 
on West Fiftieth-street, near Fifth-avenue. Mr. 
H. W. Roprnson is expending $70,0000n a new 
building in East Sixty-fifth-street, near Fifth- 
avenue, and on the corner of Madison-avenue 
and Fortieth-street there is a magnificent and 
extensive building going up, intended as a resi- 
dence for Mr. D. Henry Haicur. It is being 
built of brown stone, and will cost upward of 
$130,000. Mr. BRYAN MOK iNNEY is the owner of 
six elegant residences, now nearing completion, 
on the corner of Thirty-cighth-street and Park- 
avenue. They have brown-stone fronts and will 
oost $60,000 edch.

@irection of progress generally. 
It was perhaps the existence of Dr. Dor- 
LINGER’s Heidenthumn wnd Judenthem that pre- 
ented: Mr. Lecxy from calling his work 
cathenism and Christianity, which indeed 
would have been a more suitable title than 
the one he has chosen, inasmuch as his real 
is to exhibit, first, the pagan world; 
pecond, the transition thence to the Chris- 
fian world; and, lastly, the aspect presented 
* Sy the world when the principles of Chris- 
tianity had been carried to their legitimate 
wonsequences in actual practice. The picture 
wf the pagan empire is correct and just, al- 


though its details are rather too numerous 


and Gentile Christians had already been 
gathered. To encourage this Church, and 
prepare the way for his visit, he sends first 
two friends, and after them this “ Enistle to 
the Romans,” in which. he designs to prepare 
the Christian Church in Rome to be the 
centre and starting point of missionary la- 
bors which shall reach to the western limits 
ef the Roman Empire. 

In the. Epistie, the idea of piety, or right- 
eousness, as @ living worship of God is prom- 
inent, produced .doubtless by the predomi- 
nance of the practical element in the Roman 
conception of culéus; and Paul’s designs to 
make Rome a centre for the restoration of 
the living and real worship of Gof by all 
nations, to whom he is the divinely-appoint- 
ed Apostle. The early Church placed this 
Epistle at the head of the Pauline Epistles; 
but the Reformation under LUTHER gave 
it. a prominence unequaled by any other 
book of the New Testament, which position 
it has continued to occupy, rivaled only of 
late by the writings of the Apostle John. 
CoLERIDGE, in his Table Talk, calls St. Paul's 
epistle to the Romans “the most profound 
work in existence,” and says: “The only fit 
commentator on Paul was LUTHER. not by 
any means such a gentleman as the Apostle, 
but almost as great a genius.” LutTeEr’s 
opinion of Paul’s letter is thus expressed: 
“The Epistle to the Romans is the chief part 
of the New Testament, and the purest gos- 
pel, well worthy to be committed to memory 
word for word by evegy Christian man, and 
to be pondered daily and enjoyed as the 
daily bread of the soul. It can never be too 
often nor too well read and considered, and 
the more it is understood, the better it 
tastes.” 

Upon this remarkable work of a remark- 
able man, we have now a new and elaborate 
commentary, issued by CHarRLes SCRIBNER 
& Co., in the series of volumes prepared by 
Dr. Joun Peres Lanes, in Germany, and 
edited for the American Press by Rev. 
Dr. Pamir Scuarr. Dr. LAnGr’s volumes, 
as they appear in Germany, have special 
reference to the wants of preachers, and 
hence the homiletical part has often seemed 
large in proportion to the rest of the volume ; 
but under the able supervision of the Amer- 
ican editor, large and important additions 
of critical, philological and doctriml notes 
and explanations have been made, and this 
is specially the case in the present volume. 
The translation, which was a work of 
peculiar difficulty, was made by Dr. J. F. 
Horst, while resident in Germany, and Dr. 
Scnarr has been aided in his labors by Rev. 
M. B. Rrppiz, an excellent German and 
biblical scholar. The introduction is replete 
with historical and biographical informa- 
tion bearing upon the Epistle, and the anal- 
ysis of the contents exhibits great critical 


and the doctrinal and homiletical depart- 
ments of the work are rich in quotations and 
suggestions from a wide range of authorities ; 


Protestant in'their views. The volume is a 
valuable addition to theological and biblical 
literature. 
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which ScaLiarR envied, and which to a true 
lover of the tuneful Venusian it seems al- 
most a sacrilege to commit to the mercy of a 
Freshman rabble. Moreover, in the higher 
classes we would have it used not as.an ex- 
ercise, but as a reading book, taking care to 
have an edition without notes, (there is none 
better for this purpose than the Leipsic edi- 
tion of Tavcunrrz,) and leaving it to the 
teacher to explain, in a viva voce commentary, 
the difficulties and allusions of which the 
Odes are full. Merit should be graduated 
not only according to correctness, but ele- 
gance of translation, and after each ode the 
instructor should read aloud one of the best 
of the metrical translations—say, Mr. THEo- 
DORE Martin’s or Professor ConinaTon’s, 
In addition, the student should be required 
to put into English verse one or two of the 
odes every week, the teacher to compare 
these versions, as before in class, with ContNG- 
TON’s or Martin’s, and point out wherever 
and why these excel. In this way, and in 
this way alone, it seems to us, can Horacr’s 
Odes be made a profitable class book. Pro- 
fessor Cuase’s notion of their use seems to 
be different, and from his standpoint his edi- 
tion is in most respects praiseworthy, and 
many of the notes show discrimination and 
care, yet many, as we have said, are only 
dead lumber, depriving the idle or sluggish 
of relf-reliance and the diligent of occasions 
of merit. Surely, not even the younger stu- 
dent, for whom the book is apparently in- 
tended, needs to be told that “ moriture,” in IL 
8, means“ destined to die,” or “illacrymabilem,” 
in Il. 15, “tearlees.” Nor can we agree with 
Professor Cuasx in many of his readings, but 
that, perhaps, concerns the critic rather than 
the pupil. The index of proper names is a

It is said that publishers begin toframe a 
courteous denial whenever they see a cler- 
gyman approaching with a roll of manu- 
script, fearing lest they may be entrapped 
unawares into publishing a volume of ser- 
mons which, however profitable spiritually 
to the readers, is rarely profitable pecuniari- 
ly to either author or publisher. Whether 
this be true or not, the author of the life and 
letters of Rev. Freprericx W. RoBperTson— 
Rev. Storprorp A. Brooks, who is also Hon- 
orary Chaplam in ordinary to Queen Vic- 
ToRIA—had no occasion to fear denial 
or even to solicit a publisher for 
his sermons, One who is familiar 
with Ronerrson’s sermons will recognize. 
the similarity in style and thought between 
those of Mr. Brooms and of his dead friend, 
and yet it is resemblance which is 
consistent with originality and individuali- 
ty. The subjette of these discourses are 
well chosen, developed with chaste illustra- 
tion, and applied very forcibly with what 
may be called personal argument. Their 
author is a humanitarian in the best sense of 
that term ; ‘he treats religious subjects from 
the human standpoint, and brings high 
truths so near to his hearers that they see 
and admit their practical force.

But still the Committee show that they do 
not apprehend the full iumpertance of a 
training school, such as that at Oswego, 
when they recommend its formation 
because it will secure “uniformity of 
teaching.” What is wanted now in 
our schools is not -uniform — teach- 
ing, but better teaching. There are 
comparatively few of our City primary 
school teachers who know anything of the 
latest improvements. in this difficult profes- 
sion. 

The old idea that “any one will do for a 
primary teacher” is quite obsolete. There is 
probably no one department of instruction 
where so much ingenuity and invention 
careful training and care are needed as in the 
teaching of the youngest classes. If any 
one will compare the parrot-like repetitions

proach. And toward this result the German- 
‘American ‘voters have contributed, and are 
contributing now. 

Weare aware that there is a reason for this 
which seems sufficient to those by whom 1t 
is put forward. The Excise law, as it stands 
at present and is administered, ig an offence 
which German-Americans cannot brook. The 
argoments by which they sustain their posi- 
tion are few and brief. They love liberty, 
and maintain that sumptuary laws are an in- 
fringement of liberty. They love good gov- 
ernment, but hold that an Excise law is a 
development of bad and officious govern- 
ment. They claim that temperance cannot 
be enforced by legal enactments, and that 
there should be a wide distinction between 
the action of law upon selling liquor and ite 
abuse by individuals. Drunkenness, say 
they, should be severely punished, and they 
add that the punishment of drankenness is 
the only prevention of that mischievous pro- 
pensity. 

The German-Americans of the Western 
States are in a very large majority Repubh- 
cans.. There, they arein harmony with the 
progressive spirit of this countty in relation 
to political affairs. In some of the Eastern 
States the reverse obtains. The difference 
between the two sections is, that while pro- 
hibition entire, as in Massachusettes, and par- 
tial, as in New-York, ranges a multitude of 
the German-American voters on the side of 
the Democracy, ‘in the other the absence of 
prohibition ranges them. almost as a unit 
by the side of the Repubhcans. The 
fact is as clear as it is unfortunate. We 
are not going to discuss prohibition per 'se 
in this. place, but may be permitted to 
ask whether it is reasonable that our 
German-American friends turn aside from 
all that ie good of Republican principles, 
and give their. support to abuses whieh 
in their hearts they cannot but condemn, for 
the sake of opposing one of the theories with 
which the Republican Party has here and 
there identified itself. Nay, may it not be 
asked in what connection that opposition, 
which they have a perfect right to use and 
to agitate, is best’conducted—in or ‘out of 
the ranks by winch the Excise law was 
is sustained. 

The German-American ent of this 
country is essentiallydoyal. Its war reggrd 
is gloriously patriotic. It has no sympa- 
thy with repudiation, no affiliation with the 
doctrines which are preached by PENDLE- 
Ton or by Horatio Seymour. The key- 
notes of Grant’s Administration—the call 
for peace, the fulfilling of national obliga- 
tions to the full extent, both in letter and 
spirit, the fostering of. general happiness 
and prosperity, all find a response in its 
heart. It is lamentable that all this should 


be ignored, as practically it is, by extensive 


adherence to a party which is committed to 
‘diametrically opposite ideas. If the repeal

The object of a normal school is to 
introduce these reforms into eur public in- 
struction. : 

The Committee seem to have an intelligent 
appreciation of these improvements in teach- 
ing, when they recommend that that most 
abstract of studies, grammar, should be con- 
fined to the higher schools, while it should 
be taught orally in the younger classes, and 
by “writing out ungrammatical sentences’ 
for the echolars to correct. They properly 
object to the excessive memorizing of our 
schools, especially in history, and recom- 
mend physical geography as preceding politi- 
cal. Their advice, too, is sound that mathe- 
matical instruction should be confined to 
elementary principles. Among all the meth- 
ods they have suggested of economy, we are 
glad that they do not recommend cutting 
down the teachers’ salaries. Of all use- 
ful professions, this is certainly the poorest 
paid. 


The Question of Domicile. 

The question of domicile, which is in- 
volved in the Gilman case, now on trial in 
the Supreme Court before Judge Barnarp, 
is often a very doubtful one, because it rests 
so entirely upon the intention of the party, 
which is generally to be arrived at only by 
reasoning from his actions ; and very often 
one intention may be fairly inferred from 


‘one set of actions, while an opposite one 


may with equal fairness be inferred from 
other circumstances. .. 

Mr. GILMAN was a meérchant, Aokitis busi- 
ness in this City for thirty years. He pur- 
chased houses in Brooklyn to live in; he 
bwilt a family tomb in Greenwood, in which 
he buried several of his family, and where he 
expected to be buried himself; and he de- 
scribed himself, in a codicil to his will, as of 
New-York. These are facts from which it 
may be fairly inferred that his intention was 
to domicile himself in this State. On the 
other hand, he retained his family residence 
in Maine, where he had lived before he came 
to New-York, and visited it for several 
months every year; and he once voted in 
Maine. These facts are not without force, 
as showing that he mtended to keep his 
domicile in the latter State. 

The case is not unlike a case which was 
recently before the Courts in England, in
